of the St. Louis police force 
was being considered by’ city 
officials today. 


This would cost the city an 
additional $1,250,000 a year, it 
was estimated in calculating 
total pay for a force of 1960 
persons, 50 below authorized 
strength. The police depart- 
ment budget for the last year, 
when personne} averaged 91 be- 
low full strength, was $8,748,- 
000. 


Amount of the increase to be 
sought was disclosed yester- 
day when police officials con- 
ferred with the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, re- 
questing support of a bill for 
higher pay to be introduced in 
the Missouri Legislature. 


I. A. Long, president of: the 
Police Board, said a 10 per cent 
increase still would not bring 
St. Louis police salaries -up to 
the median scales paid in the 
16 largest cities, but it would be 
fair compared to boosts already 
obtained by other employes of 
the city and industrial workers 
here. 

“There is no doubt that St. 
Louis police need an increase.” 
said Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 
Donald R. Gunn, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, agreed, 
but there was no immediate de- 
cision by. the Estimate Board ‘to 
approve the amount requested,

Five Areas of Co-operation. 

With his tour of the drouth 
lands fresh in mind, Mr. Eisen- 
hower pleaded for an intensified 
effort to find long-range solu- 
tions through federal-state-local 
co-operation.

WARSAW, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
Péland’s new regime lined up 
with Communist China today in 
a joint statement criticizing 
United States foreign policy and 
supporting the Kadar > govern- 
mént in Hungary.

menist Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai and the Polish leader- 
slip headed by Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka also called for strength- 
ered solidarity of the Commu- 
nist bloc on principles of sov- 
ereignty and equality. 

The statement made no men-

The joint declaration’s assess- 
ment of the Hungarian revolu- 
tion also was much milder than 
that pronounced by the Chinese

After signing the statement, 
Chou flew off in a Soviet jet 
airliner for a day's talks with 
Premier Janos Kadar’s Moscow- 
backed government in Budapest.

Situation Outlined.

“The Russians have 22 divi- 
sions in East Germany.

Fears Election of Ollenhauer Would Put 
Reich in Neutralist Camp and Cause 
Collapse of Pact—Urges Drastic Revis- 


ion of U.S., British Contributions.

OW LONG will Russia have to wait to achieve its principal | 
Hew in Europe—the destruction of the North Atlantic Treaty | 


Organization? 
we go on as we are. 


Germany holds the key. 
What Germany does will decide 
the future of NATO and this is 
election year in Germany. At 
present the chances of Konrad 
Adenauer being returned look 
slim indeed. His Socialist op- 
ponent, Erich Ollenhauer, seems 
an odds-on bet for chancellor. 
How far Ollenhauer would go 
toward the neutralist camp 
would no doubt depend on the 
pressures of the moment. But 
his election could mean the re- 
placement of a statesman of 
proved loyalty to the Western 
Alliance by a politician who is 
all things to all men and will 
bend whichever way the wind 
blows. 

Ollenhauer and his friends 
are already gulping down the 
neutralist bait; and his latest 
speeches show him more than 
ready to consider the Russian 
trap offer to pull out of Cen- 
tral Europe if America with- 
draws from the West. His pol- 
ity platform will clearly be de- 
signed to appeal to emotion and 
economic interest. So will Rus- 
sian propaganda, with its offer 
of reunification plus trade with 
China in return for neutrality— 
a terribly tempting line of sales 
talk for the German elector. 

NATO is in trouble enough 
with the British-American split. 
If, on top of this, Germany 
should go neutral, NATO would 
founder. France and the rest 
would follow with all speed: 
the North African bases would 
fold up; and Communism would 
oe threatening the Atlantic and 
Mediterranean seaboards of Eu- 
rope. 

No Mere Nightmare. 

This if no 

This i¢ stark 


mere nightmare 
reality. Are we 
then to accept that NATO is 
doomed? Are we to wind up 
the whole show and get what- 
ever price the Russians will 
pay for its scrap value? It 
is frightening to hear some peo- 
ple in Europe suggesting this 
very thing. 

Wat price do they think the 
Russiams would 


pay us to dis- 
band something which they 
thought was breaking up any- 
how? Of course Russia would 
offer us German reunification 
—on Russian terms; European 
security pacts — on Russian 
terms; disarmament—again, on 


Russian terms. But we can get 
al] that any time without trad- 
ing our shield for this counter- 
feit coinage. 

How, faced with these threats, 
do we hold NATO together? At 
the recent NATO meeting there 
was much talk of a NATO re- 
appraisal. I hope that this will 
be followed by urgent action. 
There must be a drastic re- 
appraisal of the whole function 
of NATO and the contributions 
of its constituent nations, espe- 
cially of the United States and 
United Kingdom. This is a mil- 
itary and political exercise of 
the first magnitude and import- 
ance. 

NATO was a product of the 
pre-H-bomb era. Its force con- 
ccpt is at present based on con- 
ventional armaments. This is 
now largely out of date and a 
waste of money and effort. 
Ground forces must. be suffi- 
cient to act as a trip wire which 
would set the nuclear defenses 
in motion. These grouffi forces 
must be modernized and 
equipped with tactical atomic 
weapons, This includes Ger- | 
man forces, 

Retaliation Warning. 

At the same time we should 
sharpen the warning that nu- 
clear retaliation would follow | 
instantly any Russian attack, be 
it against Berlin, Bonn or Bris- | 
tol. Far too few people in the | 
West believe the United States | 
will really press the button if 
the time should come. How 
then do we expect the enemy 
to feel convinced and through 
conviction to be deterred? 

If NATO is to survive the 
growing Communist challenge it 
must become not only a military 
shield adequate and adaptable 
for hot war; it must be-the cen- 
tral operational headquarters of 
Western policy in the cold war. 
We must consult each other 


constantly, not just occasionally, | 


on all major aspects of policy 
both inside and outside the 
NATO area. We must bring 
disputes between us to the 
NATO Council before and not 
after the blow-up into major 
rows.

nism. Can we carry the cold 
war into the enemy’s own camp? 

Hungary has 
opened up possibilities and: op- 
portunities which until recently 
no one would have believed to 
exist—opportunities of helping 
and encouraging national re- 
sistance to Communism. Would 
it not be possible for NATO 
to supply arms secretly to the 
patriots not only of Hungary, 
but of the other satellites? 

This should be looked into 
‘seriously and not dismissed as 
playing with fire and risking a 
third world war. For myself I 
do not believe that the Russians 
would start a global war and 
drop H-bombs on London or 
New York because we stirred 
up trouble for them in the satel- 
lite states. 

Frustration of Plans. 

Even in conditions of total 
war, Hitler did not bomb Brit- 
ain merely because it supplied 
the sinews of resistance to the 
French Maquis, Soviet policy, 
even more than Hitler’s — is 
based on long-term, pre-deter- 
mined plans. I believe it would 
help us to frustrate those plans 
if we would divert their atten- 
tion to their own home ground 
and weaken their internal posi- 
tion. 


Such diversions, addedfto a 
closing of Allied ranks, 1 
help regain the initiative for 
NATO in the cold war and 
strengthen its cohesion. But 
would they be enough to stop 
Ollenhauer from trying out

Indeed, if 1 know the Germans, 
it might encourage him, by re- 
assuring him that if he were 
double-crossed, he could count 
on us for retribution in the last 
report. 

If opportunism is a common 
German impulse, so equally are 
trade and sentiment. If Russia 
offers Germany expanding trade 
plus reunification, can we of- 
fer no more than membership 
in a military club with an entry 
fee of 12 divisions? Can we not 
offer something which ex- 
pands Germany's trade and ap- 
peals to its emotions? | think 
we can. 

At the time of the last elec- 
tions in Germany I remember 
being told by Adenauer and his 
spresent Foreign Minister, Von 
Brentano, what an enormous 
impact on German thinking had 
been made by the idea of a 
European federation. Especial- 
ly to German youth, it repre- 
sented a new ideal and a means 
for Germany to regain its stand- 
ing within the democratic West 
However, with the death of the 
European Defense Community, 
the project of European federa- 
tion collapsed. 

Depressing Effect. 

It would be impossible to 
exaggerate the depressing effect 
which this had on German opin- 
ion, It ended the hope of cre- 
ating a new Europe. Neither 
NATO nor the West European 
Union could replace it and that, 
I am sure, accounts for much 
of Germany's present apathy 
towards European defense. 

But in place of the still-born 
federation there is now a new 
and refreshing hope of Britain 
joining in a closer partnership 
with Europe. This concept 
should be carried further. It 
should become not just an as- 
sociation of Britain and Europe 
for a cOmmon market but a 
political and economic associa- 
tion of Britain, Europe and the 
British Commonwealth. 

This has long been a cher- 
ished idea of mine. There are 
many reasons for pursuing it 
Here I will only give one. It 
is that Western Germany would 
find in such an association not 
only markets as good as any 
that Russia might offer, not just 
an outlet for the refugees from 
the East, nor merely a field of 

ich investment. Western Ger- 
many would find a new ideal 
to turn its gaze away from that 
barbed wire fence dividing the 
fatherland and towards a bright- 
er horizon of association with 
tried and trusted friends. In 
short, this association could yet 
save Germany from falling into 
the neutralist trap and revive 
the faith of Europe in its own 
destiny, without which NATO 
cannot survive.

More But Not Less 


Two days of Senate committee hearings on 
the Administration's program for the Middle 
East have confirmed what became evident on 
the House side—that there may be reasons for 
expanding the Administration resolution, but 
there are no very strong reasons, except politi- 
cal ones, for cutting it down. 

Former Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
Speaker Rayburn and Senator Fulbright of Ar- 
kansas have presented for discussion various 
proposals for a curtailed version. In one way or 
another, all of these plans suggest that instead 
of specifically authorizing the President to act 
with armed forces, military assistance and eco- 
nomic aid, Congress. or the Senate alone should 
simply state its opinion that:the United States 
has a vital interest in the Middle East which 
ought to be defended. 

As these plans have a common element, so all 
are subject to the same basic objection. This is 
that if Congress really believes what it would 
say in such a resolution, it cannot withhold au- 
thority for the President to aet on it without 
weakening the effect of any resolution. If Con- 
gress is willing to resolve on the matter at all, 
it will only create doubts and confusion abroad 
by declining to authorize action by the Execu- 
tive branch. 

. * * 


This applies with special emphasis to the 
President's request for authority to use armed 
forces in the event of overt Communist aggres- 
sion. Even though the possibility of a direct 
Soviet attack may be remote, and even though 
the President already possesses broad power as 
Commander-in-Chief, Congress cannot forget 
that it has already granted, by virtually unani- 
mous vote, just such authority as this in the 
case of Formosa. 

To refuse to grant authority in the case of 
the Middle East would instantly draw a sharp 
distinction between our policies and interests 
in the two regions, and invite the Communists 
to infer that what they know we would do in 
Formosa we might not do in the Middle East. 
Obviously that is no way to deter a Red gamble 
on the use of force. 

Similarly to withhold authority for economic 
aid would enable Moscow to tell Middle Eastern 
governments that Congress is hostile to Amert- 
can help in tackling their basic problems of 
poverty and underdevelopment. How can we 
state our willingness to help these nations de- 
fend themselves against armed attack, but re- 
fuse to express willingness to aid them eco- 
nomically?

Economic aid would be directed against what 
is widely believed to be a more serious Commu- 
nist threat than direct military conquest—the 
threat of subversion or political conquest based 
on social unrest and eccnomic distress. To with- 
hold authority in this field would simply invite 
Moscow to concentrate its efforts there. 

If the Democrats want to put a “trade mark” 
of their own on the resolution, then, they weuld 
be wiser to expand it than to shrink it. For 
example, they might well adopt two clauses 
from the resolution being circulated by Senator 
Fulbright, which affirm American determina- 
tion to hély bring about negotiated settlements 
of the Suez and Arab-Israeli problems. 

This would be constructive and helpful, 
whereas any essential weakening of the Admin- 
istration resolution would be misunderstood 
abroad and pretty plainly stamped as partisan 
politics at home.

For the law and for fair-minded men there 
can be no such thing as guilt by association or 
guilt by coincidence. But association and coinci- 
dence may warrant an investigation. 

That is why the SEC and United States Attor- 
ney John B. Stoddart Jr., of Springfield, Iil., are 
justified in asking questions about the William 
A. Dougherty check found in the “brown enve- 
lope” account of ex-Illinois State Auditor Or- 
ville E. Hodge. 

Mr. Dougherty is a New York attorney who 
handled a tax case in the Illinois courts for the 
Mississippi River Fuel Co., the pipeline firm 
which supplies the natural gas distributed on 
the Illinois side of the river by Union Electric. 
He admits that he met Hedge twice, once look- 
ing him up in Springfield as a political “comer.”

According to the Loafer it “had 
icicles a foot long hanging from his whiskers 
and sheets of it in his fur.” 

But the Loafer cast off and made Low Point 
where he found Cap'n Frank Small leaning 
against a boulder. They discovered the captain's 
coveralls were frozen to the rock. The Loafer 
Suggested unzipping them but the captain “put 
a strain” on them. This got him loose but put 
him in need of “a patch the size of a smack’s 
jib.”

log fire in his backsmithy and assured the Loaf- 
er that “we're due for a cold spell.”

Any time 
he shoves off in that skiff he is going to come 
back in with news—or something resembling 
news. 


The President’s Drouth Plan 


President Eisenhower's $76,000,000 drouth-aid 
plan makes what is principally a financial ap- 
proach, and a limited one, This is to be dis- 
tinguished from a resource approach to the 
urgent and long-sustained drouth problems of 
15 Midwestern and Southwestern states. 

Financial aid is needed but it is not all that 
is needed. Missouri and other states whose 
plight had not been fully recognized at Wash- 
ington remain in that disadvantaged position. 
The program which the President has unveiled 
at Wichita, after a dramatic three-day tour of 
the drouth-stricken area in fulfillment of a re- 
election campaign promise, is a disappointment. 

The plan bears all the earmarks of pre- 
arrangement. If it was affected or even mod- 
ified in any way by his 4600-mile trip, or by 
the views of 700 representatives from the states 
gathered at Wichita, this is not in evidence. 

Mr. Eisenhower is going to try to make credit 
terms more liberal on loans to distressed farm- 
ers, and he asks Congress to make the sum he 
mentions available by extension and modifica- 
tion of present appropriations and by a new 
appropriation. He urges private credit to do 
likewise. 

All this deals with painful symptoms but does 
little if anything to get at underlying causes. 
A comprehensive plan would seek to lessen the 
severity of the impact of the present drouth, 
if it continues, as it may, and cushion the dam- 
age to. our people and our soil when the next 
drouth comes, as it will. 

The President repeats that “the state and lo- 
cal governments should assume greater respon- 
sibility in helping solve the recurrent problems 
of agriculture, including distress.” ._He compli- 
ments the people he has visited on “the absence 
of defeatism in everybody's attitude toward the 
problem.” Yet the drouth area needs the re- 
assurance of the President that he recognizes 
drouth as a national problem, which only the 
central government is big enough to take the 
lead in tackling. 

It needs his assurance that he recognizes, as 
Senator Hennings of Missouri has said, that 
truly unified development of the Missouri valley 
and all the other great regions of the United 
States can reduce to a minimum the destructive 
effects of drouth on our human and natural 
resources. 
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The Silk-Hat Boys 

Missouri’s inaugural ceremonies set a hich 
standard in sartorial splendor, as it is known in 
Jefferson City. We do not refer to the 500 
marching special colonels, whose uniforms mere- 
ly reflect the Army dress blues with a touch 
here and there of the Andorran home guard. 
We refer to the top hats. 

Gov. James T. Blair Jr. and former Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly appeared in full morning attire, 
with plug hats. Four years ago, Gov. Donnelly 
rode with Gov. Forrest Smith in top hats. Four 
years before that, Gov. Smith rode with Gov. 
Donnelly, and earlier Gov. Donnelly rode with 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell—and on back into in- 
augural history, full of striped trousers, long- 
tailed coats, four-in-hand ties—and top hats. 

Few states can claim anything like this. Over 
in Kansas, on the same day, Democratic Gov. 
George Docking appeared for his inauguration 
in a dark blue suit and dark tie. And even in 
the national capital, President Eisenhower four 
years ago elevated the Homburg to a high offi- 
cial position. As Robert J. Donovan reports in 
“The Inside Story,” Mr. Eisenhower told the 
inaugural planning group: 

“Some of you gentlemen were here with 
me,” he said, “when we agreed we would 
Start a fashion where there was a little bit 
more flexibility for men’s dress and we 
would appear, those of us were here agreed, 
in striped trousers, but we would have short 
coats or cutaways, as we pleased, and we 
would all wear dark Homburgs and dark 
overcoats. We got a bit of a blink from some 
of the congressional delegations, saying they 
must wear silk hats. 

“They are going to be the silk-hat boys,” 
he quipped, “and we will wear dark Hom- 
burgs.” 

We have no brief for the Homburg, and no 
serious objection td the top hat. But how and 
when did Mayfair create a Western outpost 
on the banks of the Big Muddy? 
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Act on the Brennan Appointment 

Justice William J. Brennan, President Eisen- 
hower's third appointee to the Supreme Court, 
was one of the majority in the 6-to-3 decision 
that invalidated the death sentence conviction 
of William E. Fikes of Alabama on charges of 
burglary and intent to rape. 

The majority, led by Chief Justice Warren, 
held that the confession of Fikes, a 27-year-old 
Negro, was taken under circumstances that went 
“beyond allowable limits.” The convicted man 
wes accused of breaking into a home and hold- 
ing a knife at the throat of a woman in her bed. 
l'e contended that the confession was coerced 
fr.m him while he was held in prison, without 
the zid of a lawyer, friends or family. State 
euthorities denied that the confession was 
extorted. 

The Supreme Court, with Justices Black, 
Frankfurter, Douglas, Clark and Brennan sup- 
porting Chief Justice Warren, took the position 
that Fikes confessed under pressure so great as 
to deprive him of due process of law. Justice 
Harlan, with the concurrence of Justices Reed 
and Burton, dissented sharply, saying that the 
decision “oversteps the boundary between the 
Supreme Court’s function anc that of state 
courts in the administration of criminal justice.” 

Thus controverted in the Supreme Court, 
there is danger that this disputed decision will 
be the subject of controversy in the Senate and 
elsewhere. In that event attention undoubtedly 
would be directed to Justice Brennan, as he is 
sitting, unconfirmed by the Senate, on a recess 
appointment. He could be subjected to embar- 
rassment and worse such as was visited upon 
Chief Justice Warren and Justice Harlan when 
their nominations were pending. 

The corrective is to get Justice Brennan's 
name before the Senate and acted on as s00n as 
befits the handling of high judicial appoint- 
ments. Already Senator McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin has said he will oppose the Justice's con- 
firmation on the grounds that the Supreme 
Court member labeled certain congressional in- 
vestigations as “witch hunts.” It would be most 
regrettable if racial prejudice got into the same 
fight. |

“Why fight City Hall?” Effective 
citizen action shows how this timeworn 
expression of apathy and donothirgness 
about city politics and community im- 
provement is being licked. 

This year, 164 cities were nominated 
in the eighth annual competition for 
All America Cities. The contest, spon- 
sored jointly by the National Municipal 
League and Look, recognizes coura- 
geous and intelligent citizen effort. 
Since only 11 cities could win, the com- 
petition was keen. Judging was partic- 
ularly difficult because the projects 
were so varied. 

Capsule reports on the winners re- 
veal three major problems common to 
cities all over the country. They are: 
rapid community growth and suburban 
expansion, lethargy and decay resulting 
in the blight of old cities, and the ne- 
cessity to improve the machinery of 
government—usually leading to instal- 
lation of the council-manager plan of 
government, 


St. Louis, Missouri 

This old Mississippi river metropolis, 
after an earlier period of progress, had 
become satisfied with a civic “status 
quo.” By 1953, that do-nothing atti- 
tude had caused a drift into municipal 
bankruptcy, physical decay and traffic 
strangulation. 


The people finally decided they had 
had enough, Led by the city adminis- 
tration and civic groups, more than 
7000 volunteer citizens devoted them- 
selves to a number of major projects: 
They sold the voters on an earnings tax 
to assure the financial stability of St. 
Louis, They also put through a $110,- 
000,000 municipal-improvement bond 
issue, a $16,000,000 school bond issue 
for St. Louis and a $39,000,000 bond is- 
sue by St. Louis county for express- 
ways, playgrounds and other improve- 
ments. 

They elected a nonpolitical citizens’ 
committee to rewrite the city charter, 
worked on an area-wide traffic plan 
and opened a miniature “World's Fair.” 
St. Louis is enjoying a civic, cultural 
and economic renaissance. 


Altus, Oklahoma 

This agricultural center numbered 
under 10,000 when the Air Force acti- 
vated a base nearby. The population 
burgéoned. Regulations governing 
housing were out of date. Overloaded 
city sewer lines overflowed. Traffic 
made unpaved streets impassable. The 
public school system was swamped. 


Citizens voted in a council-manager 
form of city government, afd solid re- 
sults followed. A voluntary paving pro- 
gram got 70 blocks of street surfaced. 
New schools were started. A new down- 
town parking area was established, and 
a $350,000 bond issue to expand the 
sewer system was voted. 


Brattleboro, V ermont 
Few communities can boast the over- 
whelming citizen support that went into 
creating the Brattleboro Living Me- 
morial Recreation Park. Practically all 
the 12,000 citizens took part. As the 
result of individual gifts, including 53 
acres, plus labor contributed by citizens, 
Brattleboro now has a ski area, park- 
ing area, skating pond, lights for night 
skating and—through a $115,000 bond 
issue—swimming pool, bathhouse, wad- 

ing pool, snack bar and shelter, 


Anchorage, Alaska 

Only 10 years ago, Anchorage was 
still a dirty, dusty, unpaved, ill-lighted, 
crime-infested “frentier boom town.” 
Global strategy mde it headquarters 
for the Alaskan Command, and the pop- 
ulation rocketed from 3495 in 1 to 
more than 30,000 in 1956. 


In the face of resulting growth areb- 


lems, here is what citizen effort accom- 
plished: with federal aid, a $12,000,000 
school building program, $17,000,000 in 
city improvements incl a gravity 
water system, street 
lighting, 21 miles of sewers, miles 


of street paving, a 30 per cent electric- 
rate reduction; $700,000 contributed lo- 
cally for a new college. 

Citizens own the water, telephone 
and electrical systems. The new $12.- 
500,000 airport is an airline stepping- 
stone to the Far East and Europe. 


Springfield, Missouri 

Proud of their claim as the center of 
an imporjant milk-producing areca, cit- 
izens got the uneasy fecling that some- 
thing was sour when two city commis- 
sioners were indicted in 1952 by a 
grand jury. One was found not guilty: 
the other was sentenced to the State 
Penitentiary for bribery. 

Citizens promptly voted in a council- 
manager government. They backed a 
progressive program that included a 
$7,750,000 school-construction bond is- 
sue, a $10,000,000 sewer-reconstruction 
program, a $10,000,000 urban trafficwey 
project, an $11,000,000 city power plant. 

They added fire stations, reorganized 
city departments and peacefully inte- 
grated Negroes in the public schools 
— in Southwest Missouri State Col- 
ege. 


Laurinburg, North Carolina 


Three small Presbyterian colleges ]o- 
cated in different cities proposed to 
merge for a new consolidated Presbv- 
terian College, construction of which 
would cost about $7,000,000. A group 
of 12 leading citizens of Laurinburg 
convinced people of the cultural, educa- 
tional and other values such a collece 
would afford their city, Some 500 
citizens took part in the campaign, and 
Laurinburg was chosen in a competition 
involving 17 cities. Local pledges from 
the city and surrounding area totaled 
over $3,000,000 from more than 3000 
individuals. 


Elgin, Illinois 

Many Elgin residents had been un- 
happy about their city government for 
years, but it remained for the Kiwanis 
Club and the League of Women Voters 
to initiate active citizen curiosity. At 
an open forum, embarrassing questions 
were asked of city officials. Citizens 
charged a record of confused city fi- 
nances, inefficiency, questionable pay 
raises for city officials, deteriorating 
buildings, a demoralized police depart- 
ment and chaotic zoning. 


A bitterly fought campaign finally 
won the council-manager plan for Elgin. 
Within a year, citizens could see sub- 
stantial changes. The financial condi- 
tion of the city has been improved. 
City employes are now classified. Po- 
licemen’s and firemen’s hours have 
qeen reduced, and the forces enlarged. 

‘ew squad cars and a fire engine have 

replaced run-down equipment, and 
there is a “no-fix” policy for parking 
tickets. 


Oakland, California 


The familiar problems of postwar 
growth were only the beginning of 
Oakland's problems. The bleak outlook 
also took in a declining transit system, 
blighted housing areas, a demoralized 
police department, a rising crime level 
and a once-efficient airport on the 
downgrade. 

Despite prior failures, citizens’ com- 
mittees numbering from 75 to 2000 
members got bu One helped pass a 
$40,000,000 school bond issue after see- 
ing two issues for much lower amounts 
rejected. Another committee hounded 
City Hall officials into streamlining 
procedures and established an urban 
renewal program. Other citizens spear- 
headed a $10,000,000 airport-expansion 
program for the coming jet age. The 
police department was completely re-

Sometimes one wishes Bunker hadn't 
been quite so earnest, for there is al- 
ways humor in the air when Indians 
are around. Nor is it a matter so much 
of laughing at them as of laughing with 
them. A few of the Navajos and Utes 
known to this reviewer are among the 
most original deadpan artists of stage 
Or mesa.

Study of an Architect 


ERIC MENDELSOHN, by Arnold Whit- 
tick. (F, YW. Dodge Corp., £9.85.) 

This is a second and expanded edi- 
tion of a critical study of a leading 
modern architect. Mendelsohn was a 
German who was driven from his na- 
tive land by Hitler and lived in the 
United States till his death in 1953. Mr. 
Whittick considers his style one that 
“will ultimately mark an epoch and 
will rank in retrospect with the great 
styles of the past,” an opinion widely 
shared. 

Mendelsohn began his career as & 
somewhat fanciful exponent of German 
expressionism, as exemplified in his 
Einstein Tower at Potsdam in 1927. In 
the United States, however, he tem- 
pered this quality with what is. now 
known as “the modern international 
style,” which he employed with strik- 
ing effect, especially in religious build- 
ings. The author traverses Mendel- 
sohn’s Career, adding three new chap 
ters to this edition to cover his work 
in America. The book is profusely il- 
lustrated. It will probably remain the 


standard work on Mendelsohn for some 
time te come.

It is appropriate that Dixon 
appears in this role. He is a 
symbol of the politically power- 
ful private power companies 
which, since the advent of the |

sympathetic Eisenhower Admin- | 


istration, have been trying to 
disrupt the Government's pub- 
lic-power program. A good ex- 
ample of their strategy was the 
Dixon-Yates deal itself. 


At the same time, the private 
power companies have been 
working to get control of the 
newest form of energy—atomic 
power—and on terms most fa- 
vorable to them. 


A Lesson Forgotten. 


Anybody who has followed 
the course of history in the 
last few years would have 
thought that we might have 
learned a lesson from our un- 
fortunate experience during the 
1820s with what courageous 
public servants of another era 
bluntly called “the power trust.” 


You would think that we 
would be careful to protect the 
public interest as we begin to 
develop this new source of en- 
ergy. 

So chastening was that other 
experience, which was so costly 
to consumers and_ investors, 
that Congress enacted regula- 
tory laws, including the 1935 
Public Utility Holding Company 


Act that broke up powerful 
monopolistic combines 
But, despite all that, we 


seem headed along the same 
route with atomic power, even 
though 14 billion dollars of ' 
public money has gone into de- 
velopment of atomic energy, 
both for military and civilian

In an alliance, he said, there 
must be due regard for the le- 
gitimate interests of partner 
nations, and in the case of the 
Suez canal crisis there was a 
clear disagreement as to course 
of action, with the United 
States opposing use of force 
and Britain and France advocat- 
ing force. 

“Britain and France came to 
the conclusion we weré not tak- 
ing seriously their vital inter- 
ests,” Nitze said. “There was a 
loss of confidence in our inter- 
est in them—that’s where the 
thing began to fall apart.” 

Northrop, who like Nitze was 
interviewed by Huston Smith, 
professor of philosophy at Wash- 
ington University, advocated the 
building of a system of inter- 


national law solidly rooted in 
custom and breathing a “live 
and let live” philosophy in 


which individual differences, as 
between nations, would be re- 
spected., 

To be really effective, North- 
rop said, positive or written law 
must be supported by custom 
and must be backed up by po- 
lice power. He cited the Pro- 
hibition Amendment as an ex- 
ample of positive law that failed 
because it lacked community 
support. 

Failure of International Law. 


Northrop said international 
law had failed in the past be- 
cause it was in effect an ex- 
tension of western ideas rammed 
down the throats of other na- 
tions whose cultures were dif- 
ferent. Moreover, he said, there 
was no _ international police 
force to back it up. 

Today, Northrop told Smith, 
the situation has changed in 
that there is no single niost 
powerful nation to enforce its 
will on the rest, and the small- 
er countries will no longer 
tolerate “a major power run- 
ning the world for them.” 

Three hopeful precedents for 
sound international law. have 
been set in the last 10 years, 
Northrop said. Two occurred in 
the Korean war, when former 
President Truman turned to the 
United Nations and made the 
conflict a community police ac- 
tion, and when he “insisted on 
keeping it a police action and 
removed (Gen. Douglas) Mac- 
Arthur.” 

Northrop said the third prec- 
edent was established when 
Britain and France, having in- 


vaded Egypt in the recent Suez 
Canal trouble, accepted the 
majority U.N. decision and 


withdi ew.

Nyiri Helps Children at His Factory 


He Uses Motorcycle to Round Up Food for 200 of Them; His Father Is Hurt W «bridge. beginner 


Fourth article in a series 
on the revolution in Hun- 
gary, of the experiences of 
Gyorgy Nyiri and his family 
during it, and of their escape 
to the United States, as they 
told it to Jim Bishop, author 
of the best-selling book, “The 
Day Lincoln Was Shot.”

HE glory of revolutions is in 
T the first hours. The ugly 

part follows. More Soviet 
infantry began to come into 
Budapest. These soldiers were 
not Europeans. They were 
Mongols. They came from the 
Fehervar Barracks, and they 
were strong, good soldiers and 
stupid men. Some walked to 
the Danube, looked in and de- 
manded to know if this really 
was the Suez Canal. 


Gyorgy Nyiril saw them and 
spat. He revyixed a wry joke 
abotit me Russian soldier who 
stole a big alarm clock, took it 
to a jeweler, and sajd: “Make 
three watches from this, and 
keep one for yourself.” 

Nobody laughed. Radio Free 
Europe and the British Broad- 
casting Co. kept telling the 
Hungarians that the United Na- 
tions might consider a motion 
to condemn the Soviet Union 
for what it was doing to Hun- 
gary 

This did make the Hungarians 
laugh. To them, this was a 
much better joke. Those who 
were about to be condemned by 
the U.N. were looting the shops, 
shooting citizens, and running 
trains out of the Western Sta- 
tion loaded with Hungarian 
men. 

Gyorgy Nyiri swallowed hard 
and said: “Everybody knows 
that the United Nations is an 
old ladies debating society. We 
will get no, help there.” 

On Oct. 28, the workers of 
the Dux sweater factory elected 
a committee of seven as a revo- 
lutionary committee. Nyiri was 
made president. His first offi- 
cial act was to remove all Com- 
munists from the group. His 
second was to send out patrols 
—not to kill—but to find f 
for the families of 300 Du 
workers. Most of what they 
got came from the Red Cross. 

Two hundred children came 
to live at the factory. They had 
to be fed and the motorcycle 
—with sidecar now — raced 
through the streets loaded with 
bread and tea and lard and po- 
tatoes. Nyiri was stopped by So- 
viet patrols who sifted even the 
potatoes looking for weapons. 
They searched all vehicles: 
someone forgot to tell them. to 
search the pedestrians. 

The student revolutionaries 
had a new device. They were 
still hunting the blue hats (sec- 
ret police), but could not find 
them. So they took to hiding 
machine pistols in their shirts, 
and walking innocently up and 
down streets. The Avo, con- 
cealed on roofs, got one free 
shot at them. The students 
would break up and surround 
the building and hunt them 
down and kill them without 


mercy. 

One of the rumors which 
swept the city was that the 
Avo held 150 Hungarians in an 
underground prison at Tisza 
Kalman Ter. The roving bands 
searched—even in the sewers 
—but found no underground 
prison. The regular police re- 


fused to fight their own people, 
so a self-appointed Home Guard 
donned arm bands and directed 
traffic and held looting to a 
minimum.

T HE rebels opened the pris- 


ons and everyone from Cardi- 

nal Mindzenty to the meanest 
felon was freed. In Czepel, the 
Red Workers Paradise, Hungari- 
an Communists set fire to a big 
oil refinery and it burned out of 
control in the south of the city 
for two days. The Russians, in 
reprisal, burned the Killian 
Barracks to the ground and per- 
mitted no Hungarian soldiers to 
escape. They did it with in- 
cendiary shells. From inside, 
the doomed fought with ma- 
chine guns, rifles and light ar- 
tillery. 

Nyiri’s motorcycle was now 
racing through the streets de- 
livering food and bringing little 
ones. to the safety of the Dux 
factory. Nyiri was driving past 
Guttmann’s Department store 
when two shots from the roof 
killed a Home Guard in the 
street. A band of rebels broke 
into the store and searched from 
cellar to roof but could not find 
the killers. They were told 
that it had been done by a blue 
hat and his son. The rebels 
left for the blue hat’s home. 

Across the river in Buda, a 
battle went on for four days. 
It raged around the basement 
of the secret police barracks at 
the corner of Maros Utea and 
Krisztina Ut. The rebels had 
starved and killed them all 

At Rakos Leget, a little boy 
looked up at a Hungarian po- 
liceman and said: “Why don’t 
you take the red star off your 
hat?” The policeman drew his 
pistol and fired down through 
the top of the little boy’s head. 
He ran into the local Commu- 
nist headquarters. 


The word spread quickly. 
Men and women poured out of 
houses. Some had kitchen 
knives. Some had guns. All 
were running. They surround- 
ed the headquarters and de- 
manded the policeman. The 
Communists said he was not 
there. In a few minutes, Red 
Hungarian soldiers arrived in 
trucks and protected the build- 
ing from the frenzy of the 
crowd. 

“We want Csirat!” the people 
roared. The soldiers said: “He 
is not here.” The crowd saw 
the body of the little boy being 
carried off, and they went out 
of control. The Communist of- 
ficer in charge said: “Wait, I 
will permit the older brother 
of the dead boy, and one rebel 
who knew Officer Csirat to 
search the building.” It was 
done. Csirat was not there. 
Someone said that the police- 
man had fled to the homie of 
his brother-in-law in another 
part of the city. 

Nyiri watched the 
crowd start on foot to find the 
policeman. Then he started his 
motorcycle and hurried home 
to reassure Yootzie and the 
boys. Each evening Mrs. Nyiri 
was closer to hysteria. Each 
night, she begged Gyorgy ‘to 
quit the forlorn fight. She 
wept. She said that the best 
he would get would be impris- 
onment in Siberia. The worst 
would be instant death. 

He would not quit. He lis- 
tened and he was ashamed to 
decline, but he had to fight. 
He drove back and forth to the 
factory day after day. The last 
time was on Saturday, Nov. 3. 
On Sunday morning, Nov. 4, the 
radio announced that Budapest 
was encircled by the Russian 
army and no one would be per- 
mitted to enter the city or to 
leave. Fortunately for Nyiri, 
his home was in the suburbs, 
outside the steel ring. 

He remained at home that 
morning. Outside the window, 
little winter birds twittered in 
the trees.

| sear-oi behavior. Ours is a textbook case,” a mother 
writes. “My particular problem is the defiance—and 
what sounds like sheer hatred toward me—every time 
it 1s ‘necessary for me to 
correct him, or to forbid 
something that will either 
hurt him, or someone else, 
or someone's property, all 
of which seems to happen 
all day long. I often end 
up with giving in to him, 
when he shrieks at me 
about not loving him, or 
not caring about ‘what 
makes him happy.” Then I 
hate myself for not stick- 
ing to my convictions. 

“He is a_ sensitive 
child and feels many things very deeply. And he loves 
his father, thank goodness, and respects his authority. 
He seems to feel so bitter toward me. Yet he won't let 
me out of his sight. He spends many Saturdays with his 
father in the office. This he adores, and is good from morn- 
ing till night, pleasing his father at every turn. 

“tie is a bright, iffelligent child, gentle in so many 
ways and good at heart. But any refusal that I might give 
him is always met with a torrent of condemnation of his 
mother as the ‘meanest person around, who doesn't care 
ever about what I like ... etc., etc.” Should I just look 
forward to the better age of nine? Or is there something 
I can do now to make him feel that the world, and especially 
his mother, isn’t against him?”

THERE ARE MANY GOOD THINGS about your son's 
situation. One of the best, of course, is his excellent re- 
lationship with his father. This will do more than anything 
else to get him through this difficult 8-year-old period. 

As you know from your reading, 8-year-olds are quite 
normally all mixed up with their mothers. The mother- 
child relationship at this age is one of the strongest, 
deepest, most demanding and yet most tangled to date. 
The apparent strength of their occasional seeming hatred 
for their mother often tends to mark the strength of their 
dependence on her. Even by nine, most children are a little 
more ready to let their mothers be and not take every- 
thing out on them.

ABOUT THE BEST a mother can do is to lovingly 
adopt a rather hard-boiled attitude toward a boy of this 
age. Whenever his own behavior will allow it, be as com- 
pletely understanding as you can. But when he starts 
“taking things out” on you, let him see, if you can possibly 
steel yourself to it, that this is not crushing you. If is no 
fun to take things out on somebody who is not harmed. 

Of course, this dual course is hard to steer. Because 
at the same time that you have to protect yourself against 
him, he needs to know that you really love him, under- 
stand him, sympathize with him. It is a tangle which 
usually only age solves. 

Have him with his father or otherwise away from 
home, as much as you can manage for the next few months. 
While you and he are together try to heave it be in situ-

FBI Agents Finally Linked Banker to Scheme to Have Indians Killed, Reap Their Oil Fortunes

ANKER WILLIAM K. HALE 
returned home from the an- 

nual Texas Fat Cattle Show 
to find his home town of Fair- 
fax, Okla. gripped by excite- 
ment... and fear. 

As he walked up Main street 
from the railway station, his 
friends stopped to tell him the 
news. A few people who hap- 
pened to be up_and about at 3 
o'clock that morning had seen 
a sheet of flame engulf the Bill 
Smith home—and then heard 
the blast that ripped the big 
house apart.

Through the Roaring Twen- 
ties, there was no stranger case 
than that of Hale, who became 
ae as “King of the Osage 

ills.” 

Before the turn of the cen- 
tury, Bill Hale had left his fam- 
ily’s ranch near Greenville, 
Tex., and drifted into the “‘ban- 
dit hills” of Osage county. 

He lived in a tent for a time, 
scratching out a living by trad- 
ing with the Indians. 

One day Hale went to col- 
lect a small bill from an Indian 
customer, only to find the man 
had just died. This wasn't mis- 
fortune for Hale—it was oppor- 
tunity knocking for the first 
time. 

Hale saw a lawyer and ar- 
ranged to have a lien filed 
against almost everything the 
Indian had owned, including 
land, cattle and household pos- 
sessions. It was sheer robbery, 
but out of the badlands came 
Hale's friends to swear the In- 
dian rightfully owed Hale the 
money. There wasn't a shred 
of documentary proof to sup- 
port the claim, but Hale won 
the case.

Then came the deluge of 
wealth for Osage county. Drill- 
ers struck oil and almost over- 
night the Osage Indians became 
the richest people per capita 
on earth. By reason of the 
“head rights” granted by the 
Federal Government to some 
2200 full-blooded Osage In- 
dians, they were eligible to 
share the royalties paid on each

On the other hand, it must 
not be assumed that those who 
have nothing are something. 

There are actually three 
classes of poor: 


The nervous poor, or the poor 
who want to be rich. They have 
the same or even a greater lust 
for wealth than the most avari- 
cious. Most Commynists belong 
to this group. Every Commu- 
nist is a capitalist without any 
cash in his pockets. But they 
are unlike the eighteenth and 
nineteenth century envious poor 
man who wanted to become 
very rich. The old capitalist 
wanted to become rich through 
economic means—he had the 
will to work hard; he would cut 
a few corners, amass a great 
fortune and rise to economic 
power principally through buy- 
ing and selling. 

The Communists, on the con- 
trary, want wealth not through 
economic but political means; 
economically, they believe in 
confiscation of wealth: but once 
it is in the hands of the state, 
they want to be politically at 
the point of distribution. Thus

Bill Hale prospered as the 
Indians prospered. By 1920 the 
one-time cowpoke had moved 
from his tent in the badlands 
into control of a 50,000-acre 
ranch stocked with cattle and 
fine horses. He controlled a 
bank in Fairfax, and owned 
part interest in a mercantile 
store and an undertaking es- 
tablishment. Whenever a full- 
blooded Osage died, Bill Hale 
prospered in some fashion. 

Then the “King of the Osage 
Hills” got the most brilliant 


there has been created a kind 
of millionaire under Commu- 
nism; they may not own private 
property, but they have such 
unlimited control over the dis- 
posal of public or state or So- 
cialist property that they are 
what might be called Com- 
munistic capitalists. 

In general, the envious poor 
have just as much avarice in 
their hearts as the rich; but 
their hearts are full of greed; 
only their pockets are less 
filled. Avarice of this kind 
generally exists among those 
who are lazy and have few good 
qualities to commend them; it 
is a need that grows in barren 
soil.

THE SECOND CLASS of the 
poor are those who have pov- 
erty imposed on them. Such 
are the victims of socia] injus- 
tice; they do not want to be 
rich, but they do rightfully 
want the sufficient share of the 
world’s goods to assure them- 
selves a decent living. 

It was the fashion in the 
nineteenth century for men of 
wealth to assume that the poor 
were poor because they were 
not intelligent, or industrious; 
they settled at a low level be- 
cause they had no brains. Some 
of the comfortable even identi- 
fied the Kingdom of God with 
the blessings of economic pros- 
perity. A very wealthy man 
once described a poor person as 
not being a good man; other- 
wise he would have been 
wealthy.

Weeks passed without a break 
in the case. But then a signal 
was passed and the four stran- 
gers met one night in the bad- 
lands to pool their information 
and plan their next moves. The 
“cattle buyer” was the oldest, 
and he was the FBI agent in 
charge for this special under- 
cover detail. 

The four strangers often met 
under, tie stars in the Osage 
hills \to exchange information, 
and each time they met they 
had a bit more information. 
Gradually the picture was tak- 
ing form. And the man in the 
picture was William K. Hale. 
Finally the agent in charge told 
his men: “Hale is our man, 
without a doubt. He had a $25.- 
000 insurance policy on Henry 
Roan Horse's life. And it looks 
as if he was working to get the 
estates of Lizzie Q. and her 
daughters centered in the hands 
of that nephew of his.” 

The wall against which they 
had pounded so long crumbled 
slowly but steadily. From the 
badlands came a tip that a con- 
vict in the state penitentiary 
knew something about the mur- 
ders. The convict, who hated 
Hale, said: “Go see Ernest Burk- 
hart. He will tell you every- 
thing you want to know.” 


Hale’s nephew was the weak 
link. He broke and told the 
agents how Hale had dominated 
him all his life.

travel by night. Being the swiftest and most luxurious 
form of transportation of their time, steamboats often 
paid for themselves in a year.
